AMERICAN GRAIN BEING
DETAINED AT GENOA

Lees Than Forty Cargoes There,

Paris. Feb. o. From Switzerland

its destination. At the present time
there are no less than forty cargoes ofgrain worth about $12,000,000 awaiting
to be unloaded at Genoa. These in-

States and 15 from South America. Thegreater part of the grain is bound forItaly, but there are four cargoes of
wheat whose destination is Switzer-
land.

RUSSIA WILL TAKE
AMERICAN COTTON

litical or educational libertv of thepeople or the United States. A desireto promote the 'welfare of mankind andthat alone, they said, prompted themto establish the foundations whichbear their names.

Widely different was the manner mwhich the two men fac.ed the commis-sion and the audience, which was com-
posed largely of representatives of la-
bor, socialists, individualises and mem-
bers of the Industrial Workers of theW orld.

Answers Caused Laughter.
Mr. Carnegie went to the witnessstand from a seat in the audience.He declined to sit while reading an-

swers to a ouestionaire .ciii,mitti -

,the commission or while he was be
ing interrogated. Mr. Carnegie was ina jovial mood. The answers lie caveto questions caused the audience "and
the commissioners to roar with laugh
ter more tnan once. Mr. Carnegie en-joyed that. When he left the standhe said he had not spent such a pleas-ja- nt

afternoon in many years.
Sketched Growth of Steel Business.

cluded. Mr. Rockefeller was assistedto the witness stand by members ofhis personal staff, who had accom-
panied him to tlw office building inwhich the hearing is being held. Seat-
ing himself with much difflcultv he
leaned across a littie table in front of
him and looked at the audience. Itssize seemed to bewilder him. Whenhe started to read h;s answers hisvoice was scarcely audible.

Rockefeller Has Aged.
After he had finished his statement

he foided his hands on the little tableand looked inquiringly at the commis-
sioners'. His body remained perfectlv
motionless as he testified. Not once
did he change hi.s position. Mr. Rocke-
feller appear to have aed consider-
ably since he last gave testimony Inpublic. Ho spoke veiy slowlv, very
dispassionately.

Sole Motive to Serve Fellow Men.
He declared that his sole motive wasto devote a portion of his fortune to

the services of hi.s folic w men. He
said he regarded the right to rescindtiie charters of the foundations as snf- -

ifieient guarantee against abuse of the
lunos. lie told about his meeting withJ. F. Weibern, president of the Col-
orado Fuel and Iron companv, andMackenzie King at a time when therewas labor trouble in Colorado He
answered all the questions that hadbeen asked him. He told how ha di-
rected his business enterprises anjthe part he played in the administra-tion of the foundations. He said hewould accord all men the right to or-ganize, working men and business menas weil. providing they keep withinthe proper limitations in respect to thelaw and to safeguarding the generalinterests of the public.

Would Make Workers Partners.
Mr. Rockefeller said that he would'be ha.ppy to surrender"' his holdings,either in whole or in part, and let tleworkers have a voice in the board ofdirectors just a.s all other stockholdersdo, thus giving them some of the prof-its of their labor, lie would be veryhappy, a'.Mo, he said, to see the work-ers be his partners in business.

His Confidence in American Public.
As for the J100.000.000 which he hadgiven to the Rockefeller foundation,reverting to himself or his heirs in

the event of the legislature rescinding
the charter of the foundation, Mr.
Rockefeller eaid he "had never allow-
ed himself to worry about that." H-- j

declared that he had a great deal of
confidence in tho American people and
their goodness.

wo- indictments charging murderwere returned this afternoon by the
MiddleseK county grand jury against
twenty-si- x deputies in connection with
the shooting of nineteen strikers at
Roosevelt, N. J., January 19. One of
the twenty-si- x indicted men is still at
large. Of twenty-seve- n in jail two.
John H. Nolan and Frank Coyle. were
discharged from custody, no indict-
ments having been found against
them.
Two indictments Against Each of 24

Two indictments were returned

against each of the 24 deputies. Two
of he 19 men who were shot died of
thoir injuries and each of the prisoners
was indicted in connection with the
death of each striker.

Sheriff Exonerated.
A presentment exonerating the

county, Edward Houghton, for em-
ploying the guard as deputies, was re-
turned. No mention was made of Jo-
seph A. Hermann, mayor of Roose-
velt, whose alleged failure to take ac-
tion in connection with the gather-
ing of strikers was calld to the at-
tention of the grand jury by Supreme
Court Justice Bergen, who delivered
the charge.

State Constabulary Recommended
The grand jury, in its presentment,

states that the sheriff, In employing
the armed deputies and placing "hem
as guards, simply followed the custom
and did what any sensible man would
do. The establishment in New Jersey
of a state constabulary similar to that
in Pennsylvania is advocated in thepresentment.

A FAMILY OF THREE ,
KILLED AT SALAMANCA, N. Y.

Grandmother, Mother and Daughter
Found in Bed with Heads Crushsd
In.

Buffalo, X. T., Feb. 5. A triple mur-
der in which an entire family, consist-
ing of grandmother. mother and
daughter, was wiped out, was discov-
ered at Salamanca today. The Victims
were in their beds with their heals
crushed in. A heavy machinist's ham-
mer smeared with blood and hair was
found on the floor in one of the rooms.
The victims are Mrs. Lizzie Drake,
63; Mrs. Irene Spencer, 35, and Ger-
trude tfpencor, 12.

Roys passing tho Drake homestead
found the rear door open, entered and
made the ghastly discovery. The bodies
were in separate rooms and there was
no evidence of a struggle. They had
been slain as they syept.

BRITISH BUILDING FIVE
ZEPPELIN DESTROYERS.

New Type of Airship to Protect London
from Air Raids.

New York. Feb. 5. Five Zeppelin de-
stroyers airships constructed along
ne wlines are now being built near
London for protection against threat
ened air raids along the British coast,
according to announcement today by
Thomas Rutherford Macmachen, presi-
dent of the Aeronautical society of
America, who arrived here last night
from Liverpool.

"My investigations lead me to believe
that recent air raids on British cities
were in the nature of tryouts for the
large Zeppelins," Mr. Macmachen said.
"The dropping of small bombs and
projectiles in an apparently promiscu-
ous manner was not done with the
idea of taking lives or of producing
damaging results. I am convinced
that it was a preliminary, move to a
more serious raid, when heavier pro-
jectiles will be used.

"Announcement by Germany of an
impending blockade of British and
French ports also bears out the belief
that air craft will be used in- - con-
junction with submarine attacks on
shipping-.4- '

Mr. Macmachen declined to describe
in detail the Zeppelin destroyers, but
said they would be faster than Zeppe-
lins, smaller, easier to navigate and
would fire aerial torpedoes.

COMBATS CONTINUE WITH
UNDIMINISHED VIGOR

Along the Bzura and Rawka Rivers
With Russians Aggressive.

Petrograd, Feb. 3. The following
official communication from the gen-
eral staff of the Russian army was is-
sued tonight:

"The combats on the Bzura and Raw-
ka rivers continue with undiminished
energy. Our troops began an offensive
movement, cross the Bzura near the
mouth, captured a portion of the ene-
my's position near Dakhova and dis-
lodged the Germans from their bridge
head in the vicinity of Borjimow,
Goumine and Wola Szydlowiecka our
attacks alternated incessantly with
those of the enemy under an unbroken
artillery fire.

"On the remainder of the, left "bank
of the Vistula front, south of the
Skiernieflce-Warsa- w railway, the artil-
lery firing lias diminehed somewhat.

"We blew up a bridge on the Nida
which had been constructed by the
enemy near the village of Gerniki and
repulsed attempts by the- - enemy to
launch an offensive on the Nida near
Rembowo and on the bank of the
Dounaietz opposite the bridge head at
Conar.

"In the northwest Carpathians in the
direction of Oujok we continued the of-
fensive and took as many as 3,000
prisoners. To the southeast of Oujok
we are still being submitted to very
high pressure by the enemy's forces."

BUDGET OF WAR NEWS.

Hostill Aairman Dropped Bombs Upon
St. Die Four Civilians Killed.

Paris, Feb. B, 1.30 p. ra. The French
official communication made public to-
night says:

"During the night of February 3
some German contingents endeavored
but without success to advance from
their trenches before Notre Dame De
Loretti.

"Our artillery has done some very ef-
fective shooting in. the valley of the
Aisne.

RUSSIANS ARE AGGRESSIVE
TO WEST OF WARSAW,

Have Crossed the Bzura R!ver and
Taken Some German Positions.

London, Feb. 5 Coincident with the
arrival at the front of Emperor Nich-
olas, the Russians have assumed the
offensive directly west of Warsaw and.
according to a Russian official state-
ment have crossed the Bzura river and
taken some German positions. This,
In the opinion of military experts will.,
if the Russians have sufficient forces

t their disposal, break the deadlock
which has existed in the battle in
Central Poland for so many weeks,
since it threatens the flank of General
Von Hindenberg's army which is en-
gaged in the violent struggle immedi-ately to the southwest in an effort to
break down he Russian defensive inhe region of Borjimow.

Capture Gorman Positions.
The Russians appear, according toreports from Petrograd, to have cross-

ed the Bzura near its junction withthe Vistula and, working southward,to have taken part of the German po-
sition near Dakhova, south of Sochac-ze-

which was the point at which theGermans made their original attemptto break the Warsaw line. This new
offensive on the part of the Russiansexplains their anxiety to clear theright bank of the lower Vistula of theGermans for, having accomplished tins,they ere free of threats of an out-
flanking movement from that direc-
tion.

Desperate Fighting Continues.
Still there has been no slackening

Tn the desperate fighting which hasbeen proceeding for some days in thewoods and roads along the right bankof the Rawka rivej--, from Borjimow tothe Skierniewice-Warsa-w road. Hereattacks of the German alternate with
those of the Russians under an artil-lery Are the violence which has never
been exceeded.

In the meantime the Russians aremaking slow progress in east Prus-
sia and are withstanding the attempts

river in Galicia.

The Austrians admit the loss ofTarnow, Galicia, an important center,possession of which by the Rusisans
insures the main line of communica-tion in western Galicia.
Fighting for Passes in the Carpathians.

In the midst of the storms of Car-pathians, the two armies still are con-
tending for the passes which lead intoHungary. The Austro-Germ- an forces
drove the. Russians back from the pass-
es which they had occupied on theircrtreme right to the west of DukiaVs, but elsewhere the Russians

To Put Opponents on Defensive.
